Washington, Nov. 20.—A grewsome 


paper which reveals some of the meth- 
ods resorted to by insurgent leaders 
In tho Philippines has reached Ad- 
jutant General Corbln. It Is the'record 
of tho trial of Pascual Pasls, an In- 
surgent officer, and four others, for 
the murder of a native who refused 
to submit to the "branding" operation 
and sign the secret pact with his 
blood. 
The pact, translated, reads: 


"We, understanding all that the regu- 
lations of tho K K K explain, swear 
In the name of God and on our lives 
that we will comply cheerfully till the 
lost drop of our blood to defend this 
our native country; also, that In any 
case we commit things contrary to 
the regulations of the K, we shall ex- 
pect cheerfully to be punished as we 
deserve, even should It. be by death, 
and In order to give faith to these 
statements we sign this 
with 
our 


Mood which flows from our breast. 
Busllac, April 27, 1900. It was shown 
at the trial that Pnsls, with his com- 
rades, went about the country seeking 
members for tho Katlpunan, the dread- 
ed secret order of the Insurgents. Na- 
tives wore forced to sign tho docu- 
ments after flrst being branded on 
he right breast with the mouth of a 
lot bottle. The blood for the slgna- 
ure was drawn from tho left breast 
jy a cross cut with a dagger belong- 
ng to Pasls.

reaching character have been set on 
foot to fortify the metropolis agalns 
a possible attack in case of war, from 
which, judging from statements made 
tonight.

An announcement to tho effect tha 
extensive buildings have been com 
ploted at Woldlnghont, Surrey, eleven 
miles south ot London, for use as a 
mobilizing center In tho scheme for 
the defense of London, reveals for the 
flrst time tho .existence of importan 
war office operations.

food. 


Dr. Linda Russflold Perry, who ad-

Much publicity haa attached to cures 
reported to have been effected by her 
:>y directing the fasts of patients ex- 
tending over periods ranging from 
twenty-five to thirty-five days. 


Mrs. Young, 41 years old and weigh- 


ng 135 pounds, was finally Induced to 
try the treatment. She fasted forty 
days and'then died. The body welched 
105 pounds. A post mortem examina- 
tion revealed that death was due to 
starvation.

hundred and ono details wiilch were 
perhaps of no great historical Impor- 
tance, but yet helped to give a person- 
ally viewed impression of tho scenes 
which were about to bo described. 


In touching upon the procession to 


nud from tho Abbey moving pictures 
wero used to more accurately depict 
tho actual scenes.

ESCAPES DEATH 


But for Presence of Mind, the Plucky 


Baggageman Would Have 


Been Crushed. 


•Hugh McCaffrey, who was quite 


seriously Injured In the railroad -wreck 
at Des Plalnes, 111., last 
.Thursday 


night. Is Improving slowly and Is able 
to set around the house and the yard 
a little each day. 
He expects to re- 


turn to his duties as baggagemaster 
as soon as his Injuries and the 
at- 


tending physician will permit 
but 
that will not be for some time yet. 


It seems almost miraculous that Mr. 


McCaffrey was not killed or terribly 
mangled In the accident as the bag- 
cage car was niled with trunks. 
The 


first Intimation that he had that the 
train had been derailed came when he 
saw the car tipping. 
A ntimber of 


heavy sample trunks had been piled 
on top of each other and this side of 
the car tipped toward him and a few 
seconds later lurched in the opposite 
direction. 


Braced Against Trunks 


Quick as a flash when he sa-vv the* 
tninks tipping toward him. Mr. Me 
Caffrey realized that It meant probable 
death If they fell on him with full 
force, and, acting on the Impulse of 
self preservation he braced himself 
against one of tho heaviest ones just 
above his head. 
.Plucklly ho kept 


his hold until the trunks began 
to 


slide and fall over against a cupboard, 


- aided possibly by tho sudden lurch In 
the opposite direction which tho car 
took as well as by tho strength of the 
gritty baggage master. 


The Trunks Fell 


Some of the trunks struck Mr. Mc- 


Caffrey as they fell but the force had 
been broken and the one which would 
have done the most damage waa the 
one against which ho was braced. Al- 
though Mr. McCaffrey modestly dis- 
claims the fact that he owes his for- 
tunate escape to his own prompt ac- 
tion, saying that It would have been 
Impossible for him to direct tho 
fall 


of the trunks toward the cupboard. It 
Is self evident that ho exerted almost 
superhuman strength and sustained a 
very severe shock. 


His Injuries 


Proof of this Is found In tho fact 
that he bones of his left leg. against 
which he was braced were forced to- 
gether at he. knee until they wero 
ground together and as a result the 
1 knee was frightfully swollen. 
This 


• swelling Is diminishing rapidly and 
the bandages have been removed. Mr. 
McCaffrey's other Injuries consist of 
a serious straining of the muscles of 
the arms, shoulders, back and legs. 
in fact of almost all the muscles of his 
body, producing a peculiar numbness. 


His First Accident 


No serious results are anticipated, 


however, and Mr. McCaffrey Is con- 


gratulating himself on his fortunate 
escape. . He has been railroading' for 
thirty-three years and this Is tho first 
time that he has been Injured so that 
ho was forced to abandon his duties 
for a 
while.

COVERS INMATES WITH PISTOL 


Leader Forces the Crowd to Line Up 


While His Assistant 'Relieves the 
Treasurer and Others of Cash and 
Other Valuables. 


Minneapolis, Minn., Nov. 20.—Two 


bandits held up a gambling den at Co- 
lumbia Heights and 
secured f 1913 


from the score of players and propri- 
etors, meanwhile seriously wounding 
Harvey Howard, the negro porter. The 
gambling den Is operated by a syndi- 
cate at the end of a trolley line lea-l- 
ing from .Minneapolis. It |B In the rear 
of J. D. Sullivan's saloon. 


Each robber used a dark handker- 


chief to shield the lower part of hla 
face. There are two entrances to the 
den and the bandits appeared simul- 
taneously at either door and ordered 
the Inmates to hold up their hands. 
The players nnd attendants were then 
aligned on one side of the room. While 
the bandit leader kept the crowd cov- 
ered with his revolver, his assistant 
rifled the pockets and tills. 


Shoot the Porter. 


First David Ilrlce, the manager, was 


searched. He was relieved of his re- 
volver, which was thrown out of a 
window. 
Then ?1(!5 was extracted 


from his pockets. Ingram Flick, treas- 
urer of the resort, yielded 11.008. Half

shots, bounded In to learn the cause 
and bounded out again. He ronelved 
two bullets, one In each leg. He fell 
In the street, whore he lay for half an 
hour until some of the victims of tho 
robbery bore him Inside after the ban- 
dits had left. 


Saves Nearly $400. 


The second robber went Into the sa- 


loon In front, wncre he secured $SO 
from the cash drawer. Sullivan, how- 
ever, hid Illiin. Afterward the bandit 
leader ordered his assistant to "get 
the rig." 
During his absence It de- 


veloped that Sullivan's clothes had 
caught flro as the huddled crowd had 
ircssed him close to the stove. The 
remaining bandit directed a realign* 
mcnt of the victims, because, as ho 
said, he did not want to "burn the man 
up." 


When the second robber returned 


:he robbers hacked out, keeping tho 
crowd covered with revolvers until 
hey themselves had disappeared In 
ho darkness.

EDUCATION IN CHICAGO 


That "the world do move," Is ap 


parent from the conditions that Just 
now exist" In the city schools of 
Chicago. 
A teachers' federation was 


recently organized, and last Sunday It 
became a part of the labor federation 
of the city, and Us delegates were 
duly seated. 


The spirit of rebellion which promp- 


ted the organization, and led to tho 
alliance was exhibited In the follow- 
ing statement made by one of the 
delegates: 


"For three years there has been a 


tendency In the schools toward auto- 
cracy and militarism. Thinkers have 
•become alarmed at the wave of by. 
pocrlsy that has swept over our city 
educational institutions. 
The princi- 


pals have been tools of those higher 
In authority. 
The teachers and pup- 


ils have been puppets ot the prlncl 
pals. 
This step Is a step toward re- 


instatement of a purely democratic 
spirit." 


The meaning of this rather obscure 


. screed about autocracy and democracy 
may be gathered from some remarks 
made by Fred C. Hopp, financial secre- 
tary of the labor federation. 


"Now that the teachers are admit- 


ted to membership It Is time that tho 
Chicago Federation of Labor should 
begin a campaign for the abolition 
of the school board," said he. "That 
body - -serves no Important purpose. 
It ooeys the dictates of one set cf men 
and is useful only to the book trust. 
There Is no reason why tho men and 
women who manage the public schools 
should not be selected by tlie teachers 
themselves. 
They are far more com' 


petent to attend to the business now 
dene by tho board than are tho mem- 
bers of that body." 


The Chicago Chronicle In comment- 


4iS on this revolutionary proposition 
sizes up' the situation so complete- 
ly 
that the paper's comments are 


well worth reading. 
. "So this Is the meaning In part, of 
the affiliation which has been engln 
eered by a''few impudent agitators 
among the teachers and ex-teachers! 


"The first step Is to abolish the 


board of education and substitute a 
committee of teachers who know lit- 
tle or nothing about tho business af- 
fairs, which must bo wisely adminis- 
tered or the schools will corao to 
grief.

e Teachers' federation. 
"Tho various branches of the pub- 


service are organized by law. Or- 


anlzatlons within the, sen-Ice avow-

organization are not to bo tolerated. 
They must be outlawed. 


"Teachers should, be notified that if 


they wish to retain their places In 
the .public 'service they must sever

"It Is fair to presume that the most
